Pleaſure ; and indeed for want of Neceſſa 
ries, and by reaſon of the Difficulties the So lo 
diers were forced to ſtruggle with, many G 
them in a ſhort time became fick and io} ® 
firm ; ſo that the King finding himſelf in - 


ftraie, began to repent him that he had | 
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far advanced into the Enemies County, as 
knowing fhould he now recreat, he muſt 
fight his way ; wherefore he made ſome 
Overtures to the French Generals, propoſing 
ro ſurrender ſeyeral Towns he had taken in 
Normandy, but they rejefed theſe Propofiti- 
ons with Deriſton, as not doubting but him- 
ſelf and them together, with his ſmall Ar-' 
my, wherein were many of the Engliſh No- 
bility, would be at their diſpoſal ; and ſo 
confident were they herein, that the three 
Generals, viz. The Dolphin, the Dnkes of 
Burgundia and Orleans had conditioned and 
agreed amongſt themſelves for the Priſoners 
and Spoils, and with their huge Army. con- 
ſitting of 1509909-.Horle, and 12020 Foot, 
'{ many of the former being the Nobility 
and Gentry of the Kingdom, who hoped to 
win Honour in ſuch, as they thought it, an 
aſlured Enterprizz ; ) they advanced apace; 
lo that King Henry, a Man of an undaunted 
Courage, ſeeing no way but to fight, diſpo- 
(cd his Army to the beſt Advantage, placing 
n the front a competent number of Archers, 
wao carried beſide their Bows and Swords, 
long Stakes painted with Iron, to fix in the 
Ground flauntyiſe, that when they retired, 
they might ſecure them-againſt the Horſe. 
And in a Meddow with a convenient Ditch 
to defend ir, he:placed as in an Amubuſh, 

C 4 fhyec 
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five hundred Archers, who lay within half 
ſhot of the French Wing, whillt in the main 
Battel ſtood the men at Arms, and the Horſe 
divided into two Squadrons, were to charge 
as advantage gaye them Opportunity. And 
now whilſt the French, who covered the 
Country, were adyancing in three main 
Barels as to aflured Vifory, the King with 
a moving Oration exhorted his Captains and 
Souldiers, For the Honour of their Country, 
and their own ſafety, not to faint, but ſtand t1 
it manfully; and confiding in the juſtneſs of their 
Cauſe, not to defpair of Vittory : nor ſhould far 
his part, let France ſee him a Captive, or Eng- 
land be put to the Charge of his Ranſom, at 
being reſolved to dye with Honour, if things 
came to Extrenity. And (o the Charge bein 
ſqunded, the thick ſquadrons of the frond 
who ſcarcely had room for ain orderly 
march, came furiouſly on, and were when 
within ſhot met by a flight of Engliſh Ar- 
rows, which gauling their Horſes, and dil- 
mounting diyers of their Chiefs, command 
was given to preſs on, and come to a cloſe 
fight, thereby to fruſtrare the Archers of the 
uſe of their Bows; at what time a furious 
charge being given, the Archers retreated 
a few Paces, and left bare a triple rire of 
pointed Stakes, which till that time they 


had covered ; upon which the French Horle-WF 
men 
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en ruſhing, a great number of their Horſes 
yere gored, and ſticking as it weyc,altoge- 
her diſabled, barrocaded the Engliſh Army 
rom the approach of the reit ; fo that not 
pnly the Archers in the front continued to; 
Your in their ſhot, but likewiſe thoſe in. the 
lcadow that flanked the {quadron of the. 
Right Wing, began inceſſantly to deliver 
heir ſhafts, which in a_ ſhort tjme wrought 
vch Contuſion, that the French tmding no 
place to retire amongſt the thick Ranks that 
till prefſed on, and. wedged as it were cach 
ther in, began to fall into diloider, many 
Wt them dilranking, as not bcing .able to 
anave their wounded Hotſcs, nor. could 
heir Foot conveniently advance to ther re- 
if; fo that the men of Arms breaking in 
vith great fury, and the Engl; Horle char- 
ping their Right Wing,a milerable ſlaughter 
nlued, nothing but death and flight bein 
:en on their part throughout the £219.whill 
he King+himſelf, diſtinguiſhed by a Crown - 
e wore on his Helmet, fought courageouſly, 
piercing their main,Batcel, forcing his Horſe 
ver heaps of the flain; which the, Duke of 
lnſa, who commanded on that patt, per 
xivivg, broke thrqugh the formolt rank it 
a deſperate manner, and charged with hs 
dword ſo; farcibly,. that. with the blow he 
uiſcd the Kings Grown, and made- im A 
= hk Uttle 
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little recoil, but the King ſoon advancing 
gayc him ſuch a ſtroke as beat him to 
Ground, at which time he cryed out he wa 
Alanſo , and begged -tor quarter , notwith 
ſtanding which, and though the King 1; 
boured to {ave him; he was there ſlain ; and 
now the French began to retire in great di 
arder, nor was it in the power of the Con

Obſeryance of which he gave his four Son; 

George, ( alter named by 
the Turks, Scanderbeg ) Stanifius, Repoſing, 
and Conſtantine, Amurath promiſang well 
and honourably to intreat them ; yet he had 
no {ooner gotten them into his Poſleſſion, 
bur he hs them to be circumciſed, and 
ro be inftruſted in the Mahometan Superlli. 
zion, poiſoning, upon a Jealoſie of their in 
tending to eſcape, all bur the firlt ; and ab. 
ter the Fathers Death (eiz:d, contrary to hi 
Promiſe, upon the Kingdom of Epirus ; 
which not a little grieving George Caſtrut, 
or %anderbeg, whole Right it was, he fought 
'*;-7 ways to eſcape; but the crafty Tur

© r1cans or other was as often prevented: 

ir being at length made, a Comman- 
der in the-'Tyrkiſh Army againſt rhe Hungs 
rians, and that Army with a fcartul flaugh- 
ect overthrown by the Great Huniades 0 
the Plains of Moravia, he then thought i 
the beſt rime to' eſcape and fly the "Turkſ 
Servitude ; whereupon taking with. hin 
Amnurath?s Secretary, with divers of hiscult 
Friends, he led him into a large Wood 
and there compelled him- to write in by 
Maſtcrs Name to the Goyernour of Grp 
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the chief City of Epirns, as alſo to ſign it 
with his Signet, to the intent that he might 
deliver him up his Charge, which accord- 
ingly he did ; and then having ſecured him 
from making any Relation thereof, he poſt- 
ed thither, and had it upon the ſight of thoſe 
Letters ſurrendred; at what time ſending 
for Prince Amaſa his Kinſman, Moſes, an 
exvert Captain, and divers others, he ac- 
quainted them with the purpoſe he had to 
deliver his Country from the Turkiſh Tyran- 
ry ; who approving his undertaking, his 
Subjefts frequently reſorted to him, (o that 
he became very powerful, and divers Cities 
revolting from the Turks, put themſelves 
under his ProteRion, as Ste/afia, Petra, AV- 
ba Petrola, fo that with a great Power he 
entred Macedonia, and laid thoſe Countries 
that were under the Turkiſh Sovereignty 
waſte ; at which unexpefted News Ammn- 
rath being greatly alarmed,ſcnt 49090 of his 
beſt Souldiers wat the leading of 4!:s Baſſa 
to ſurprize him ; but Scanderbeg retiring 1n- 
to Epirus, gave him battel with no mote * 
than: 6900: Men, and after a ſharp diſpure 
overthrew him. with the ſlaughter of 22009 
of his Men, not loſing above Joo of his 
own, cartYing in a manner the bartel] with 
his Proweſs ; for charging the - Txrkiſh (qua- 
drons, he broke through, beating down uy 

Will 
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with an irreſiſtible force that ſtood before 
him ; ſo that his men following hin» had 
lirtle to do but to ſlaughter the routed and. 
ainazed Turks. After which Amurath (ent 
Muſtapha Baſſa with a great Army to waſte 
Epirus, who was by Scanderbeg overthrown, 


and himſelf taken Priſoner. 


Theſe overthrows {o enraged 4murath, 


that railing a mighty Power, he came in 
Perſon, promiſing great Rewards to thoſe 


that could bring Scanderbeg's Head, and (0 


belieged Sfetigrade ; but although he bat- 
ter'd it inceſſantly with his Cannon, and 
made frequent Afſaults with the loſs of 
29990 of his beſt men, it was ſo reſolutely 
defended by the Governour, who would not 
be corrupted by any offers of Gold, that he 
defpaired with his huge Army to win it ; and 
tearing by the Sallies of the beſieged, and 
the frequent Aſſaults Scanderbeg made with 
his flying Army , by breaking into one 
quarter or other of his Camp, that his mul- 
titude being conſumed, he ſhould be obliged 
to return with diſgrace ; he in the end 1n- 

dented (for a Sum of Money in hand, and 

a larger quantity when it ſhouJd be effefted) 

with an inconſiderable Fellow, by Occupa- 

tion a Smith, to caule the City to be ſurren- 
dered, which he brought to pals in the fol- 
lowing mannct. The 
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The City of Sfetigrade, by moſt held im- 
pregnable, being ſcituate upon a Rock, and 
tor that Reaſon affording but one Well or 
main Spring, which in abundance furniſhed 
the Citizens and Souldiers ; into this Well 
in the Night- time the Traitor caſt rhe ſtin- 
king putrefied Carcals of a Dog that had 
lain a long time in the Streets, which being 
found and drawn thence the nexe Morning, 
as likewiſe noiled throughout the City, as 
well the Citizens as Souldiers refuſed any 
moreto drink of it ; nor could the Gover- 
nour with all his Perſwaſtons and Intreaties 
oblige them to it, though himſelf, ro con- 
vince them of the wholſomneſs of the Wa- 
ter, drank often in their fight ; but they ra- 
ther choſe ro-undergo the worlt Extremities Yg 
of Thirſt, by which mcans many of them 
died ; ſo that the Goycrnour through this 
Nicety of his Souldiers not finding the City 
terable, was obliged to capitulate ; and 
marching. out with Bag and Baggage, was . 
conduRed ro Scanderbegs Army : and he 
by whoſe Treachery the City fell into the - 
Hands of the Turks, being for a while ſcem- 
ingly carreſsd. was in rhe end ſecretly mace 
away :: yet upon Amurath's retutn Scander- 
beg fell upon the Rear of his Army, and 
cut off 30oo. of his Mcn.

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The vear following Amurath returned 
with a greater Army and befteged Croiya, 
the chiet City of Epirus; but lofing under 
its Walls without jucceſs $0999 men, and 
deſpairing notwithſtanding to win it, he 
died in his Tent Arno 1459. leaving his Son 
Mahomet to (ucceed him in his Empire, 
charging him to be revenged of Scanderbeg, 
with whom his Armies under the leading 
of divers Balla's fought many bloody Bat- 
tels, but were always worlted by the invin- 
Cible Prince, even with a handful of men, 
his Force and Courage being ſuch, rhat he 
often with his own hand turned the Scale of 
Victory when it was inclining to his Ene- 
mies; nor could the Corruption of his great 
Captains with vaſt Sums of Turkſh Gold al. } 
ter his Fortune : lo that baving ſtood twen- Wby 
ty four years the Champion and Bulwork of Mt 
Chriſtendom , he at laſt died in Peace at Mice:

| Rs King Henry the Sixth, of the Houſe 
of Lancaſter, Richard Duke of Y ogk, and 
Edward the Fourth, of the Houſe of York ; 
deſcribing the ſeveral Fights and puch'd Battels 
wherein 100099 Men ws both ſides are ac- 
counted to be ſlain, &C, - 


Ichard Duke of Tork taking diſtaſte ar 
the Releaſe of the Duke of Somerſet 
by King Herry the Sixth, he with the Earl 
of Warwick, and divers others his Accomplt- 
ces, fell ro open Force, and levied an Arm 

about the Marches of Wales, with whic 

they marched towards London, under pre- 
tence of redrefling Grievances, and removing 
evil Counſellors; to oppoſe whom King Hen- 
ry drew out, and both Armies meeting at 
St. 41bans, in the County of Hertford, the 
Duke (ſent to the King to demand divers 
Lords that were about him, and ſuch as he 
ſhould name or preſcribe ; but being rezeed 


with difdain, the charge was ſounded, and 
both 
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both Armies joyncd Battel furiouſly, and 
maintained a doubtful fight, till ar length 
ViRory began to declare for the King ; but 
the Scale was {oon turned, for Warwic 
breaking through the Gardens with about 
2990 men, and his approach not being there 
ſuſpe&ed, the Kings Army, ( many of the 
chict Nobility being lain) was brokev, ya 
would he not fly, bur ſtood the ſhot of t 

Archers till wounded in the Neck, he wa 
taken Priſoner ; and being carried to London 
and a Reconciliation made on both part 
the Duke being ſhortly conſtituted Gover- 
nour of Ireland. In this fatal Baral of St. Al 
bans between the Houſes of Tork and Laney 
fter, fell forty eight Noble-men, Knight; 
and Eſquires, and amongſt them the Earl 
of Somerſet, Northumberland, and Stafford, 
together with 5099 of the meaner {orr, and 
many were wounded, amongſt whom wa 
the King. 

Long did not the ſeeming Reconciliation 
laſt, but the Duke of Tork railit'g new T rov- 
bles, was, rogzther with the Earls of Mareh, 
Rutland Warwick, and Sali:byrv, with othe 
of leſs Note , attainted of High Treaſon 
in Parliament, but it fo little diſconraged 
them, that drawing. out from the ſeveral 
places where they were retired with thei 
Army, conliſting of 25905 men, they took 
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the Field, againſt whom the Kings Army 
advanced with great ſpeed, ſo that mecting 
at Northampton, a cruel and bloody fight 
enſued, but in the end, the King being un- 
fortunate in War, his Army was worlted, 
and himſelt a ſecond time made Priſoner, 
there being on both fides not leſs than ten 
thouſand men ſlain, and of Note Humphry 
Duke of Bnckingham, the Earl of Shrewsbu- 
ry, and the Lord Egremont; and a Parlia- 
ment being called, the Duke laid claim to 
the Crowa, deriving his Pedigree from Leo- 
nel the Third Son of Edward the Third 

elder Brother to Johz of Gannt, the Father © 


Henry the Fourth, Grandfather to the King: %- 


ſo that after a great debate, at length it was 
coucluded on all parts, that King Henry du- 
ring his natural Life ſhould quietly. poſſeſs 
and enjoy the Crowns and Kingdoms, and 
afterwards they to remain in general Tail 
tothe Duke of York and his Heirs. But the 
Qucen, a Woman of a Maſculine Spirit, not 
approving that her Son Prince Elward, a 
Youth of great hope, ſhouk bc ſo excluded, 
withdrew her {elf into the Vorth, and there, 
without the conſent of the King, raiſed For- 
ces to ſecure his Right, againſt whom the 
Duke advanced with an Army, but unad- 
viledly giving her Batrel near Sands Caltle 
before his whole Forces were come up, and 

falling . 
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falling into ſeveral Ambuſhes Jaid for the 
purpoſe, he himſelf after a bloody and 
doubtful fight being flain, together with the 
Earl of Rutland, his Son, and the Earl of $4- 
lizbury, with three thouſand more of lefler 
Note ; and his Head being. cut off was 
crowned wirh a Paper Crown, and in de- 
riſion carried through the Q 1ecns Viftorious 
Army. 

The Duke ſlain, many hoped that this 
Calamitous War would have an end, but 
failed in their Expettations, for Edward Earl 

of Merch having raiſed an Army of 23009 
men in the Marches of ates, and hearing 
of his Fathers Death, advanced with great 
ſpeed, overthrowing in a great Bartel the 
Earls of Pembrook and Ormond, who endea- 
voured near Lud/ow to oppoſe his paſlage, 
in which Batcel were ſlain 3890 men, and 
ſeveral Prifoners of Note taken, and amongſt 
them Owen Tuder, Father-in-Law to the 
King, whoſe Head by the Command of the 
Earl was cut off; and {o he continued his 
March to fight the Army that yet remained 
with the Queen, who was advanced as fat 
as St. Albans, and had overthrown the Lon- 
doners who came to oppoſe her , entering 
their Ciry with the {laughter of 2009 of 
them, and took the King, whom they had 


brought along with them ro countenance 
their 
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their undertaking. But Edward Earl of 
March approaching her with his Army , 
which was much increaſed by the way, ſhe 
chought ir not convenient to give battel, but 
ſuffering him to enter London, retired into 
Scotland, Whilſt he raking upon him the 
Title of King, was Crowned at Feſtminſter, 
but was not letled in his Throne, bctore 
News was brought that King Henry with 
diyers Lords were.in the North with a great 
Army ;. whereupon he drew out his Forces 
to give them batrel, marching direAly to 
Pomfrat# in Tork ſhire, ſeading the Lord Fitz- 
Walter before to take the Charge of the Pa 


ſage of Ferry Bridge, where that Lord, with" 


many others were ſlain, and King Henrys 
Forces gaining the Pals, the Armics came 
in fight of cach other, and drew up in Bat- 
talia, being the greateſt that had been ſeen 
in England ſince the Conqueſt, Edwards con- 
liſting of 486G6o, and Henrys of 60090 
hghting Men, when after ſome pauſe the 
rumpets: ſounded the Charge, and the 
Army moved furiouſly, when YVarwick,who 
lead the V aunt-guard, to incourage his men, 
put from his Horſe, by whoſe Example ma- 
ny did the like, reſolving to win the Field, 
'or idye tn the Battel; {o that after It had 
continued-wyith great laughter for the ſpace 
of ten hours, and moſt of the Commanders 
ON 
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on King Henry's part {lain, his Battel (wer; 
ved, inor could the Courage and Skill 
thoſe that ſuryived reſtore it, but a fearty] 
fight enſued, while the Viftors following 
the Execution, covered all the Field with 
dead Bodies, whilſt the Blood ſtreamed in 
Channels ; for in this Batrel fonght berween 
the Towns of Towton and Saxton on the 
twenty ninth of March, fell Perſons of Qiz- 
lity to the number of 375, amongſt which 
were Henry Piercy, Earl of Northumberlahd, 
and Fohn Lord Neve!, Brother to the Ear| 
of Warwick, John Lord Clifford, and John 
Lord Weks, and of the mcaner ſort 35991, 
whereupon King Henry with his Son and 
Qucen fled into Scotland, and Edwgrd te 
turned ro' London,

Aſilius-the Great Duke of Muſcooy hz 
ving taken Smolenſco from the Poles by 
ſurprize, not contented therewith, advatr 
ced with an Army of 40020: Horſe to 
walte Lithuama ; to oppoſe whoſe Pro 


grels King Sigiſmund ſent Conſtantine hs 
Gene: 
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General, a Man of great Experience in 
Martial Aﬀairs, and under his Command 
2020 men at Arms, 12009 Lithuantans, 
zoltly Archets, and 3000 Foot-men , 
ikes intermixed with Harquibulicrs: nor * 
lid che Great Duke hinder their paſſing 
he River Borifthenes, ſuppoſing by that 
cans to have them the furcr in his 
Power, but mg a moving Oration to 
nacourage his Souldicrs, he detached abour 
000 Horſe-men, whom he commanded 
dy a great compals fetched abour, to place 
hemſelves at the Rercward of the Poles, 
hat when the Battci was joyncd and hor 
dn all parts, they might brcak in upon 
hem, with ſtrict order to cover them- 
elves till an Opportunity offered, in a 
cighbouring Va ley overſhadowed with 
oods, and the relt of his Army he di- 
1dedinto three ſquadrons,placing a Wing 
f 12000 Horſe-men on the Right, com- 
anded by Michael Goluiza, the ſecond he 
laced as a left Wing, but ſomewhar at a 
littance under the Hills, that it might be 
xs a rcſerve or Bartel of Succour, and the 
iddle Battel himſclf commanded, where 
as his Baggage, and therein he placed

Whilſt this was doing, Conſtantine was

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Naughter ; ſo that it was a pitious ſ1ghtto 
ſee Men and Horſes dead, lying on heaps 
wekecring in Blood, and groaning out their 
ſt, whilſt in that part where the Genera 
fought, the Ranks of Moſcorates were bro 
ken and diſordered, and the Right Wing 
of Horſe almoſt all cut in-pieces ; fo thx 
the middle Bartel (wherem was yet the 
Perſon of the Great Duke ) was attacked 
on all ſides, and the foremoſt Ranks pier- 
ced through, ſo chat he deſpairing tor 
ſtore the hght, gave back ; and now the 7 
Foot that had routed his Ambuſhment off © 
Horſe having nothing to-do, charged up 
on his Bartel of Succour, and entri 
their Ranks who had been ſhaken befe 
” the Lithuanian Horſe, they with thei 
ikes and Scimiters made 'a milſcrablk 
flaughrer, putting them in all parts to tht 
rout ; of which the Duke having notice, 
and how thoſe Horſe he had laid in Am 
buſh were likewiſe defeated, ' whom It 
ſcarce thought as yet to have made ther 
attack; he with a Troop of his Noble 
thar were his Guard, retired out of tit 
Battel, and left his Men to ſhift for then 
ſelves, making all the ſpeed he could te 


eſcape that Ruin and Deſolation intt lelf 
which he had-brovght his Army, whichWtbat 
mer 


once known, nothing but flight and - 
111110 
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fuſion followed , whilſt the Poles had the 
Execution of them for many Miles with 
great ſlaughter. 

[n this Bacte], fought on the eighth of Sep- 
tember, 12299 men were flain, and many 
of them of Note ; all the Baggage and rich 
Pavilions, with the Great Dukes Standard 
taken, as likewiſe wis Michael Goliza, but 
Smolenſco being ſtrongly fortified could nct 
be regained.

Aladine ycr lived, the one by (ſecuring him+ 
ſelf in the Perfian Court, and the other in 
that of the Zgyptian Sultan, upon the for- 
mcr's making {ome __— into C oily 
Cc 
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he took an opportunity to quarrel with Hf 
mael the Perſian Sopby ; and thereupon ra; 
ſing an Army of 392299 Horle and Fog, 
and under pretence ot i1s having aided hj 
Rebels, he marched to invade his Country; 
and fo drawing his People attcr him over the 
huge Mountains of Scodra/ci, Moſeii, and 
Ante-Taurus, hc pall'd along the Banksd 
the River Eyphraies holding bis way Eaft 
ward till he came to the River 4raxis,wher;« 
he found all the Country waſted and deW1;. 
ſtroyed by the Perſians; upon which, the AMD 
my began to falt into great want of man

things, {o that the Souldiers were forced ts 4 
feed upon wiid Fruits, when, in the mea; 
time UV/ta- Oz/: che Perſian General approacdMdo 
ed him with an Army of $0009 Horle ; anMed 


whilſt cichcr Army was at {ome diltareWon 
one from the other, H\/ 1404 came in Perio: go. 
to his Camp, and trum thence {ent a Heraviic!: 
to Selymus to know: vwhv in a Holtile ma 
ner he had entred- his Country, having n 
Title thereto; to which the Tizrk haurily re 
ply'd, That his Grandtather, þh's Unck 
and himſclf, had greatly endamagc<4 rhe (1 
toman Empire, by making {everal incroac 
ments, Inrodcs, ard Invalions ; and aiding 
the Rebels in the Reigns of Mahomet, By 
zet, and his own, yct he eſteemed them ne 
a ſufficicnt ground of War, but ſought ali 
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his Enemy, young Amurath, his Brother's 
Son, who had lately waſted Cappadocta, 
whom if he would quictly and friendly de- 
liver into his Hands, he would withdraw 
his Forces, but if he refuſcd to gratifie him 
therein, he would with Fire and Sword not 
only dettroy the Confines of Armenia, but 
the very heatt of Perſiz. Notwithitand- 
ing theſe Promiſ:s and Threats, the Perfian 
refuſed ro comply with his demands in de- 
lyvering up the young Prince to certain. _ 
Death; yet for that day both Armies lay Wai 
in their I renches, but the next day they * 
drew out, and cach being put in Bartel-Ar- 
ray, and incouraged by moving Otrations to 
do their utmoſt, the bloody blaſt was ſound- 
ed, after which the Perfizn Horſemen came 
on with greac Fary, over-ſetting the Vaunt- 
guar!!,and overthrowing the Aſapi by heaps: 
thele are a fort of ordinary Souldiers pla- 
c:d by the Tacks for the mol? part to dull 
the Swords of the Enemy with their Blood, 
and ntten (er farmoſt in Aflaulrs.to fill up 
the Trenches with their dead Bodies when 
they belteged a Town, that the Jan'zaries 
may pals the caſicr over them : Nor was 
that all, for the Perſians at the ſame time 
harged the Srahi or Tirkiſh Horſemen in 
ither Wing, cauſing them in ſome Confu- 
Wo!1 to giye Ground, which Selymus percei- 
2 . Ving 
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ving, and finding they would ſoon charge 
the Battel of the Janizaries, ( in the middle 
of which himſclt remained ) he cauſed the 
Orders to open to the right and the 
lefr, where a Train of 69 picces of Artillery 
was placed, and cauſed them to be diſchar. 
ged without Intermiſhon upon the Hor. 
men, who likewiſe opencd their Orders to 
avoid the murthering ſhot which over: 
threw them by whole Ranks ; yet the thup- 
dring of the Cannon {o amazed the Hork, 
not uſed to hear ſuch Notles, nor fee ſuch a 
deadly Engines vomit Flame , that they ty 
would not bc ruled, but louncing and floun- 
dring, many of them caſt their Riders, yet 
Hyſmae! with his Squadron (till charging 
the Right Wing, compoſed of 4fian Hotle- 
men, cut a great number of them in pieces,iÞ 2% 
but whilſt V4 0g; his General was cndes-WW (ci 
youring to do the like in the other parr, and we 
entering too far ainongſt the Ranks, he wa "ict 
ſlain with a Harquibuſs ſhot, which mu anc 
abated the Courage of his Men ; yet could 
they not be prevailed with to retire, till $+ 
tymus advanced with the Batralton of the 
Zanizaries, yet he gained but ſmall Ad: 
vantage, whereupon in a preat Rage It 
commanded another Tire of Ordnance 
( which he had lefc as his laſt refuge ) fur 
ouſly to be diſcharged upon the _

Squadrons, by which means ſuch ſlaughter 
was made ( as well of his own men as the 
Ferſizns mingled together, ) in the attack, 
that what for the Duſt, Smoke, and thun- 
dring of the Artij!ery (having on both {des 
loſt in a manner thcir Sight and Hearing 
the Perſian Horle were now lo terrificd, that 
they wzre 0 longer to be ruled, but dil- 
ranking in divers parts, the battel became 
broken and diſordered 4 at what time Hy/- 
mael having received a flight Wound with x 
a Harquibuls-ſhot, was retired ( atthe Intrea- 
ty of his Fricads ) to haye it {carched andY..4 
dreſfed ; and there having notice that his * 
General was {lain, as alſo what further had 
hapned, be cauſed the retreat to be {ound- 
ed, which was done in ſuch order that the 
Turks durit not purſue them, nor durſt they 
ſeize upon their Camp till they knew they 
were out of ſight,in which they found divers 
rich Pavilions wrought with Needle- work 
and Gold, as allo many beauteous Ladies 
that had accompanicd their Husbands to the 
Wars, all of which he cauſed to be ſer at 
Liberty , except one of Hyſmaels Wives, 
whom hc gave in Marriage to one of his 
Baſla's. 

In this Battel fought in the Galderan fields 
near the City of Coy, Anno 1514, J20990 
Turks were ſlain, and amongſt them divers 
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Baſſa's and Men of Note, even all the floy- 
er of the Army, though of the Perſeans nut 
aboye 8209, the chict of Note, being the 
General, and amongſt the ſlain were found 
the bodics of divers Perſian \W omen, who 
armed, had accompanicd their Husbands to 
ſhare in their good or evil Fortune, at which 
Selymus admiring, cavicd rhem to be ho- 
nourably buricd ; and foon after had Tauriy, 
and many other Citics put into his hands; 
but in hisreturn through hardſhips, and ſuch 
as were cut off by the Perfiavs and Moums- 
neers, who ſtill hover d about his Camp iofl Þ

Elymus, the year after his Perfian Expedr ſmc 
tion, having ſubdued the Kingdom off the 

nan 
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MAladeules the Mountain King, under pie 
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rence of Damage done him by the Mountai- 
xeers in his return, and getting the King 1n- 
ro his Hands by treachery, cut off his Head. 
Whilſt he was taking ſomeTownsbelonging 
to the Perſicn Sophy, whom he heard was 
warring againlt the Indians and Baftrians 
He had notice that Campſon Gaurus Sultan © 
AXpypt was coming againſt him with a pow- 
ertul Army, levicd in Egypt and Judea, in 
favour of his Allie the Perſia, as hating Se- 
hmus for his Cruelty to his Father, Brethren 
and Nephews; whereupon fearing he ſhould 
pals the River Euphrates, and ſpoil his Do 
minions in 4fiz, he ſent Ambaſſadors to%auy 
him to treat about renewing the League that 
had been between bim and his Father Baja» 
zet. But the young Princes, Aladine, Son to 
Mahomet, Selpmusg's elder Brother, and 4/4- 
deules, Son to the murther'd King of that 
Name, preſhing the Sultan to reſtore them 
by his Arms in ſo juſt a Cauſe, his Embaſſy 
was rejected, whereupon, thinking it no time 
to delay, he reſolved ro give the Perſians reſt, 
and turn [is Arms againſt the Fgv;tian Sul - 
tan, and thereupon paſled the Mountains 
with an Army of 300000 Men at three Pla- 
ces, caultng the rough Paſſages to be made _ 
[mooth, and the Straights to be opened for 
the more commodious paſſage of his Ord- 
nance and Baggage, fothat in five days, con- 
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trary to the ExpeQation or Belict of the Sul. 
tan, he had paſſed the, huge Mountain 
Amanus with his whole Army and all hi 
Baggage.and Encamped in the Plains of Con- 
megena, where, from Alis-Beg, Governout 
of the Mountain Kingdom, he had news 
the Sultay's Army ; to that he imme«iately 
marched towards him, when cotning in 
{1ght of cach other, and the Battel on both 
patts reſolved upon ; the Sultan divided hy 
Army into four Battcls, the firſt he commit. 
red ro Kerebeus, the ſecond to Sybevins, the 
third ro Gazzeles, and the fourth himſcll re- 
lerved as a Barrel of Succour, as alſo to de- 
| tend the Camp; whilſt on the other hand 
' Sely-ms piacd the Aſian Horſe-men 1n the 
' Right wing, and the Ewropeaz?s in the Left, 
and in the middle the battel of the Farizs 
ries, with the Artillery in the front of them, 
and between the two Wings bis Pentioners 
being Souldiers of great Experience; and 1a 
this Order the Turks always fight, if the 
Ground w:l] permit it. 

The Barrels ranged and ſet in order, Kere- 
t:ius with his Squadron charged the Europe- 
an Horſe-men with great fury, but reſolved 
now to bz revenged on the Sulſran for th: 
death of his Brother; he intended nothing 
more than to betray his Truſt ; and there- 


upon, after the firſt Charge, that he _ 
cm 
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feem yet to do ſomething, whecling off, he 
fell upon the Scalions, and ſuch other {laves 
as kept the Baggage, making ſome ſmall 
laughter of chem, chat at the ſame time, 
like a cunning Traytor, he might ſatishe the 
ExpeRations of his Valour, aad yer pene- 
trate the Treaton : But Sebeius the Gover- 
nour of Damaſeo, behav'd himſelf far other- 
wile, for entring overthwatt the Ranks of 
the Right wing of the Turks Army, he with 
his Mamalnkes Charged with {uch fury, that 
having made great {laughtcr of the 4ſrar? 
Horſe-men, he broke in like a Tempeſt, 
bearing down all before bim til] he charg'd 
upon the Enſigns in the midſt of the wing, 
nor could Muſftapha the Beglerbeg, nor Ing. 
brahor Baſſa, with all their Forces ſtand be- 
tore him or reſtrain che flight of their Souldi- 
cs; {0 that cutting in pieces the Right wing, 
he reſolutely chrutt in berween the Batrali- 
on of the Jaunizartes and Pentioners, there ' 
making {o unexpeted and lamentable a 
{l2ughter, that Selymus was In great danger 
ot being taken ; for by the breaking in of 
Sebzins, he was divided trom his Foot-men, - 
in whom he repoſed-his greateſt Confidence; 
and now the 7Janizaries being hardly char- 
ged by Gazze/es, who following the Fortune * 
of Sebeius, were brought to great dii'reſs, npr 
could the roured Win Bed any place of 
Retreat: F 5 Ia * 
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In this Confuſion and Diſorder, Sina 
Baſſa, who had been but lightly skirmiſhed 
with by Kayerbeias, came in with the Lek 
wing of Horſe, and ſtaid the fury of the Mz 
malukes, whereat the dilperced Squadrony 
of the Turks rallying and taking freſh Cou. 
rage, wrung the Victory out of their hands; 
which they could not have done had Cany- 
fon {lighted the Baggage, and come in in 
time with his Squadron, or Kayerbeius been 
true to his Taft; but the other Commar- 
ders having periormed all that could be ex: 
peed from men of Courage and ConduR; 
and now the thundering Ordnance playing 
upon the ingaged Squadron, as they had be. 
fore on the Perfian Horſe-men, tlicy found 
the Place too hot,and thereupon (cering toe: 
ther m a thick Troop, they broke through 
the midſt of thoſe that had encloſed them, 
making great ſlaughter of the Europear 
Horſe-men and Pentioners, and {o retir'd to- 
wards the Camp and City of 4/erpo; and 
being.purſued by Sinan Baſſa, whiit Cam? 
Jn Gaurus endeavoured to ſtay the flight 
and reſtore ( if poſhble ) the battel, he ws 
borne from his Horſe in the Crowd, and by 
reaſon of his Age, and the weight of h 
Armour,not being able to relieve himſelf,be 
was in that Hurry and Confuſion troden 
&ath ; and bcivg afterward found among 
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the lain, was <xpov'd tothe view of the Pco- 
ple, chat they might not flatter themſelyes 


with his betng altve. 
In this great battel, fought on the 17th of

< Auguft 1516, no leſs than thirty thouland 
1 Tyrks were {12in, and abour the like number 
WM of Egyptians and Mamalukes, (o that after 
pM io orhcr mortal battels with Tomombeus, 


whom the Mamalukes chole their Sultan, af- 
of ter the death of Campſon, one in the great 
Ml City of Caire, which laſted three days with 
M great Effuſion of blood, and the other upon 
MM the banks of Ni/as, no leſs dreadful, all the 
Rich Countries of Fgypt and Paleſtine fell in- 
to the hands of the Turks, who poles it to 
1 this day; for Tomombens, flying after the laſt 
.& Dcfcat, was taken in a Mariſh among the 
\M Flags uo to the Neck in Water, and brought 
to Se/mrs, who would not admit him to his 
'M Preſence ; but after he had rid upon a rugged 
MI Camel with his Face ro the Tail quite thro” 
WM the City of Care in derifion, he was hanged 
upon a Hook, under the Gate of that City, 
and all the Mmalukes that could be found 
put to the Sword.

' Ewis King of Hungary, upon notice tha 
Solyman was advancing to Inyade hi 
Kingdom with a powertul Army, and na 
being able to obtain Alhiſtance of the neigh. 
bouring Princes, raiſcd the whole Power 
his own Country, not amounting to aboye 
30000 Men, and thoſe bur flenderly skillg 
in the Trains of War, yet at the Perſwaſ- 
ons of one Tomoreus, who promiſed him ab 
ſured Victory, telling him he had it by Re- 
vclation, the King vounrg and uncxperienc'd, 
rejeted the Counſel of Zug grave Captains 
who forclaw the Danger of fighting eightto 
one, with an approved Warrior ( for $0<- 
' man approached with no leſs than 309999 
Men ) and reſolved to give "the Turks bat- 
rel ; ſo that it was not long &'r both Armys 
confronted each other, near to a ſmall Tom 
called Nugis, between Belgrade and Budb 
 Whenas the Turkeſh Commanders ſeeing the 
weakneſs of the King, beſieged his Camp. 
for many days, yet the faid Tomores delilt- 
ed not to promile him Vittory, and _ 
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took to ſer the Army in Battel-array, and 
indeed it Was NOW t00 late to think of Re- 
treating without fighting their way through; 
ſo that the Foot being itrerch'd in a long 
Line as commodiouſly as the Place would 
.\low,they were ſupported by the Horſe al- 
moſt in the like manner, that they might

augment the number of the lain. AfﬀrerthsMW 
faral Blow was given to Hungary, which wsWi: 
follow'd by 1nnumcrable Calamities, occa{i-MWy 
oned by Civil Ditlcations. Sodyman entre (

;M to a pitched Field, and the Generals exhort- 
Ming chicic Souldiers to dortheir utmoſt Endea- 
yours to gain Honour and Fame ; the great 
Ordnance began to thunder on cither part, 
but that of the French being on the lower 
Ground, had much the Advantage, the ſhot 
whcrcot paſſing through the Ranks of the 
German Horiemen greatly incommoded 
tem, which the Commanders perceiving, 
crew their battelscloſer.andatter ſome doubtr- 
ful fight ( whilſt the Battel had wandered 
over the Ficld ) came to a bloody Encoun- 
ter on all hands, ſo that the laughter grew 
hot, and the Wings ſtill charging each other, 
each Nation ſtrove by all pothble means to 
exprels its Valour ; for in this battel fought 
not only French and Germans,but Spaniards, 
Italians, and Switzers, indifferently on ei. 
ther fide, being Mercenary Souldicrs, and. 
hired for pay, and eſpecially the French, for 
the Honour of their King, who ſpared not 
at once to give command and charge the 
Enemy, ranging through the fierceſt attack, 
& knowing that if he loſt that Bartel, ir 
would 
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would be hard for him to eſcape ; nor were 
the black Battalion of A/mayns (fighting a 
the Part of the King ) lels diligent in c 
ging the Switzer ; lo that one party ingaging 
after another, they tought in the end in al 
parts; {o that the ficld was 1n a trice cover 
ed with the bodies of che lain, and ſo cage 
were they to ſhed blood, that they minded 
not as yct the taking of Priſoners on eithe ny 
ſide, by reaſon of which many men of Nowſf© 
were {lain that might have been made Pri 
ſoners ; and amongſt others Solice, whol:

Harquibuls again(t his Breſt and killed hi 
on the Place ; ailo Tremoville, an other great 
Captain thar had in his time won man! 
great Viftories, was ſhot upon the Jike ac 
count ; and Game2zo Sanſenerino was {11m 
the Kings ſight: fo that the Imperialiſts pte 
{ing on, ( as having brought their woot 
{trength into the Ficld ) many Gallant met 
were (lain, and eſpecially of the Horle, wi

they cut their Halſers and Cables, as not 
having time to weigh Anchor, and ſcatter- 
ed in great confuſion to avoid being fired, 
and fuch was the conſternation, that run- 
ing fow! upon cach other, great damage 
enſued, and yet greater, for by reaſon of the 
nearneſs of the ſhore, divers run upon the 
ſhallows and Sands, where {ome of them 
were taken by the French as wrecks, others

PE King of Sweden having entered

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aronce the part of a braye Commander, 
and a valiant Captain, in which he had 
his Horſe twice ſhot under him, yet could 
he 'not bring themn to rally, for being pref. 
{cd and overpowred by numbers, they had 
not time or ſpace to do it in ; fo that in the 
end the retreat turned into. a diſorderh 
fight, whilſt the Enemy following cloſe 
their heels, centred Pell-mel witch them int 
the City. 

And now-notwithſtanding the flighr anc 
confuſton, the cry went through the ficldto 
fave the King, who although he was pref 
{ed by Duke Hamilton and others, to reſery 
his fortune to a better day, yet (carccly could 
he be induced to quit the field, nor would 
he rill he pctceived ir impoſſible co rally 
men, and too plainly found the battel wa 
ureparably loſt, and that Cromwel had 
- tred and poſſeſſed himſelf of a part of the 
City, and ſoon after took the Fort Rc 
by affaule,putring all he found therein tothe 
Sword, but not without con{iderable lol 
eſpecially of the Cheſkire men, 1609 of which 
fell in the attempt ; and now when it ws 
almoſt roo late, the King left the field, and 
by the Aid of divers Loyal Souls,after a con- 
- fiderable while concealing himſelf, found 
mcans to eſcape beyond the Seas.

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Flux, and other diſeaſes, and amongſt the 
ſlain were divers Baſſ#'s and Zanzacks of 
Provinces, and tome of note taken Priſun- 
ers, though the loſs of. the Chriſttans,in con- 
fidcration af ſo fignal a Vittory obtained:

| ON Sabaſtian King of Portugal, being 
young, and of an Heroick Spirit, de- 
lirous to win Fame, caſt in his Mind many 
things how and by what means he might 
accompliſh ſome enterprize that might cclipsh 
© the Glory of his Anceſtors; and firſt he 
'Þ propoſed: ro widen by a new Conqieft his 
Territories in the Eaft- Indias, where the Por- 
twga/s had many ſtrong holds,but agony 
the way too long for the ſubfiſtance of fo 
great a Fleet as he muſt carry with him, he 
in the end concluded to invade Africa, where 
he held ſeveral Frontire Towns, under pre- 
text of re-eſtabliſhing Mulei Mahomet, who 
had fled to him for ſuccour, as having been 
a little before expulſed his Kingdom by 
Mulei Molne, his Kinſman, and ja with a 
gallant Fleer, and an Army of between 18 
and 20000 men, Portugals and Strengers, _ 
he ſct-out of the Bay of Lisbone on the 25th 
of June, 157B, and mor 6} 
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obtained a fair Wind, by the favour of 
which in a few days he arrived at Almadra- 
ves. a Town between Tangier and Arzil, and 
having viſited his Garriſon, and furniſhed ir 
with all thines neceſſary, be landed hi 
Forces ſomewhat nearer to 4/arach, to for. 
niſh them with Water, of which they were 
in great diltreſs; and after divers Council 
reſolved to march into the firm Land of 
Africa, whil(t Mulzi Moluc was making great 
Preparations to oppoſe him, and withal ſent 
to offer the King of Portugal! ten Miles of 
Country lying round his Fortreſs of Tangier, 
if he would withdraw his Army ; but the 
King returned anſwer that he would not 
quit the Enterprize, unleſs he would put 
Tituan Alarache and Cape D' Aghero into his 
- Poſſeftion; but this ſeeming to the Moor too 
exceſſive a demand, he ſent back word that 
he muſt confider of it although the ſiege wa 
before Morocco, and fo drawing forth his Ar- 
my, conſiſting of about 60009 men, molt 
Horſe, he advanced towards the Portugals, 
'who had centred. by calie Marches the main 
Land as far as the River Mucazan without 
any other Interruption than a light skirmiſh, 
and were by this time increaſed by ſome 
Troops of Moors that came and ſubmittedto 
Mulei Mahomet, beſides a ſmall number of 
Andeluxians that guard the.fronticrs, {0 o 
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The Battel of Alcamat: iy. © 
the Army conſiſted ( beſide thoſe that were 
left to guard the Fleet) of _ foot, and 
1600 Horle, not reckoning the Moors, who 
made not above. {ix or ſeven hundred, 
vs. Ten thouſand Portugals. three thouſand 
Germans, .2 thouſand Spaniards, and fix 
hundred Italians. : 

The Army of Moluc conſiſted _ 
Moors of Andalouzia, as well Horſe as Foor, 
under the conduct of Doalt Algori and Ofain, 
who had paſled into Africa from the Wars 
of. A/puſſares, he had allo Joo9 foot, and 
25990 Hoſe, with 1090 Harquibuſters on 
Horſeback, the moſt part of them Rhenega-+ 
dos and Turks; and although theſe were 
the chief flrengch on which he rely'd, yet 
over and above he had about 19090 Horle, 
and 5999 foot railcd in haſte, beſides a great 
number of Arabians. And in this cale Mo+ 
luc kept ro himſelf the Title of Generaliſſinog 
and gave the Title of General of the Horſe 
to his Brother Hamet, proteſting to ſtrangle 
him with his own hands if he was found 
guilty of Cowardiſe, he made likewiſe Oſa- 
m Collonel of the Harquibuſiers on Horſe- 
back, Myhomet Faba of the Rhenegados, and 
Myſz Captain of his Guard. 

During the approach of the Moors, in this 
manner the King of Portugal divided his Ar- 
yY in three ſquadrons, almoſt united roger 
ther, 
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ther, that che one might the better fuccour 
the other ; taat in the front being divided 
in a manner into three diviſions, tor in the 
midſt the Adventurers were.commanded by 
Alvaro Pirez,, Brother and Licutenant to 
Chriftopher D' Tavora ; on the left hand 
were the Caſtilians led by Alphonſo D' Agui- 
lar, lined with Harquibuſiers ot the ſame 
Nation, commanded by Lewis d Godoji and 
the Germans on the left hand under the 
command of the Lord, Tamberg, mingled 
with 1:2/ian Harquibufiers, and the Port»gal; 
” of Tangier under the command of Captain 
Hercules Pifa, every Nation being put in 
ranks with their Commanders in the front, 
In the ſquadron that {ſeconded this wete the 
Portugals, under the command: of Michael 
d' Norogna and Vaſco & Sylveria flanked with 
Harquibuſters, and in the other waich ler- 
yed for the Rearward, were the Portugal 
under the command of Diego Lopez de Sequei- 
ra, and Francis de Tavora. For the Guard, 
of whom two wings of ſhot were formed, 
inthe Rearward were likewile 309 Harqur- 
buſters , and on both ſides of the- Army the 
Horſe was placed in the form of "Triangks 
The Right Wing commanded by George 
 Alancaſtro Duke of A4vero ; on the lett was 
the Standard Royal Jean de Sylva the Spanifh 
Kings Ambaſſador, and Theodoſe Dure of

Barcelos,eldeſt Son to the Duke of Bregance, 
on the Right hand, 2 little ſeparated from 
theſe were about 200 called Africans, which 
live on the Frontiers, and near them the 
Moors of Mahomet, and in this order they 
marched with their Baggage in the midſt 
berween their Horie and Foot on the Right 
Wing, on both ſides leaying a ſpace be- 
tween their Squadrons, to Retire, if need 
required 1t. 
The Diſpoſtion of the Mooriſh Army fur- 
ther than what has been mentioned, was as 
followeth, viz. I he Footmen who were all 
Harquibuſicrs, were placcd in the for 
of a Creſcent or half Moon, the firſt Ran 
being Andalufians, the {econd Khenegadoey, 
and the third Africans, ſo diſtinguiſhed 
from others, for their living on the Borders 
upon the two Horns of the Creſcent, he 
placed two Squadrons,in each 19999 horſe 
and behind towards the Rearward,at equal 
diſtance, followed the reſt of the hotſe, in 
{ſmall Troops, with a deſign to exrend and 
encompaſs the Porrvgal Army; but whilſt 
this was doing, Moluc the Mooriſh King fell 


exceeding ſick of a dilealc that had long af- ' 


fitted him, yet put forth his ſtrength to 
the utmoſt, to give neceſſary orders in all 
places, and having enconraged his Souldiers 
with a moving Oration to do their une 
or 
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for the.preſervation of themlelves, andthe 
ſafery of their Country, he retired into the 
main Body where his Litter ſtood, as like. 
wile his Guard and his Standard. 

Whilſt theſe things palled, the Chriftian 
approached, and in the Plains of Tamify 
both Armies confronted each other, when 
by the command of Mo/uc, whole ſicknel 
extreamly increaled,, the Moorzſh Horlemen 
extending the horns of their Creſcent, joyned 
them- at the back of the Chriſtian Army.

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of peaceable and induſtruous men, or how 
could the laborious Husband-man gather 
the fruirs of his Labourzand the Increaſe of 
the Earth, did not the tear of Punithment 
reſtrain ſuch, as ethcrways would” ſpoil 
and waſte them, or convert to their own 
uſe, what never cauſed any ſweat to dc- 
ſcead upon their brows, nor does. any 
thing in a Stare more contribute to its 
greatneſs and tranquility, than an orderly 
and well governed Souldier 7, Who arc at 
all times ready to expoſe their Lives-to 
the utmoſt hazard and danger, inrighting 
Injurics and aftronts done to their Pring 
or Country.; fo that as well the Enemies 
at home, as thoſe abroad, defiſt through 
fear of puniſhment, from thoſe lawlels 
enterpriſes, which othcrwiſe they would 
be continually putting in _praQiice, to the 
reat Ciſyuict, if not ſubyerlſion -of rhe 
Face or ingdom, for which wives gn 
and quiet Repoſe, a Souldicr may Wi 

the lcaſt Imputation to be laycd to his 
charge of arrogating vain glory to him- 
ſelf, conclude in ſome mcature his Coun- 
try beholden to him, nor has it bzen held 
amiſs to count the proteffion of Arms one 
of the nobleſt, and moft ro be eſteemed a- 
monglt all others, not ouly for the cauſes 
I haye mentioned, but for ſundry other 
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pregnant Reaſons, for by it Men's fortunes 
are Raiſed, many times from the loweſ 
degree, to the very top of Greatneſs : and 
not only their Fortunes, but their Fame, 
which continues as a grateful Rememn- 
brancc to their Country, and an honour 
to their Poſteriry: nor can the profeſſion 
be ſaid to be bencath the Regard of tho 
of the Nobleſt rank, ſeeing the fortune 
of Empircs and Kingdoms are fo often 
caſt in the Ballance, and require not only 
Valour, but Caution, Experience, and 
found Judgment, to reſcue them from 
many dangers.

to their Reyenge; wheretore although 
his Courage be never ſo great, he is 4 
liged, ro y1&ld to Invincibic neceſſity, yer 
it 15 mgre honourable, to be taken Prito- 
ncr, than; to turn his back and fly, for if 
hc be once ſuſpeRed of Cowardice, it will 
be, very difficult to raiſe his ſinking Repu- 
ation, and in, many things it 15 berter to 
.confefs Ignorance than be Preſumptious to 
"3 under- 
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undertake any thing he underſtands ng 
for thoſe ro whom he makes ſuch an in- 
genious acknowledgment, will rather 
compaſſionare than deride him, and take 
plealure to in{trut him, to thew thei 
own Experience, and Reward his modc- 
ty, nor'is it any diſhonour to ask advice, 
upon Important occaſions, by Way of opi- 
non, nor need ' he therein difcoyer bi 
own weakneſs, but by a kind of a ſear 
Inquiry, inform himſelf in what may 
prove adyantageous : There are ſome 
General Rules that ought.to be known by 
all, eſpecially by Commanders, viz. that?

ing height, breadth, and depth, as 8

may be taken to advantage. And as for 
the Neceſſarics whercwith he ought to be. 
provided, I hope few or none that proceed

and in this cale they muſt have 1n a readi- 
neſs the following Materials, v7. 
il Sparc W heels and Axelrrees, Rammers, 
Ladles or Scoups, Sheep-skins well wool- 
for Sponges to clear the Picce, Canvas 
or ſtrong Paper to make Cartrages when 
F the Piece is trot and will not hs loole 
1 Powder without firing it as ſoon as it is oalt 
in, of which more hercatter : as for ſhor 
of all kinds, according to the undertaking, 
he ought to be ſtored, together with Aru- 
tcial Fireworks and Torches, dark Lan- 
thorns, &c. hand Spikes, Budgbarrels, 
Baskers, Match, and a well armed Line- 
ltock, with a pair of Compaſſes called 
Caliber Compaſſes, to take the exact Dia- 
mitcr of the ſhor,and the bore of his picce, 
Fever oblerying to charge according to the 
Jl ehinneſt part of the Metral, thereby ro 
prevent breaking ; and another thing ne- 


"1 cflary is robe obteryed, viz, When a piece 
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to be fired Iyes upon a dirett line, or under 
Metral, be ſure to ram it with a good wad, 
felt the Powder lying hollow, and nor full 
up to the Metra], burtt it; and chat hemay 
move or rraverſe his picce at pleaſufe, he 
mult have Crows of Iron, Coinsof Wodd, 
\ and take ſpecial care to know the depth of 
the Chamber or charging part; he muf 
likewite be furniſhed with a tcale whereby 
he may know the torce, weight, meaſure, 
and carriage of his piece, as allo the pro- 
portion on the charge, and the weight of 
the ſhot. 

As for the Names of the great Pieces 
commonly in uſe, they are the Baſe, the

likewite one may know how far a Fit

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will carry ;, as ſuppole a Piece be cighr foor 
long, weighing 1500 weight, and tour in- 
ches Diamiter in the bore,charge it (for ip 
much it requires) with 4 pounds-of Powder, 
and 1t wil carry a ſhort of G /. 160 paces, 
of five foot to rhe pace, provided it be not 
defective by Reaton of Flaws or Hony- 
combs, and {o proportionable rhe relt of 
greater or lefler weight. 

As for a true picce, it is for the better 
diſtintion divided by Gunners into feveral 
parts, and thus diſtinguiſhed, »:2. the out- 
wardmolt part of the breech is cailed rhe 
Caſcabel. Deck , the Ring ncxt to the 
F Touch-holc the baſe Ring, and the ſpace 
berween the Touch-hole and che next ing 
scalled the Chamber or charging Cilin- 
der, and the ſecond Ring the Ramforce 
Ring, the 'third 1s called the T ronion or 
ballancc Ring, that next the Muzzle is cab 
led the Cornice Ring,. the Extreamiry 18 
called the Muzzle, the rop the Superhcics, 
and the whole length the chace, by readily 
knowing which any aſſiſtant to a Gunner 
may underſtand what he is required to do. 
| As tor Shot they are generally three 
lorts,citaer Lead,lron, or Stone, according, 
F &the {tore can furniſh, or the Emergency 
F requires; and in theſe, according te their 
weight, there isa diſproportion in bigneſs,

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which to prevent trouble in a haſty Fn- 
rerprize , ought to be conſidered , leſt in 
weighing alike,they prove (eſpecially the 
larter) uſeleſs, by being roo brg for your 
Piece, and thus we confider them. 

The proportion between Lead and Iron 
is fix tonine, fo that a ſhot of Iron of fix

F there be any cracks, flaws, or honey- 
combs in a piece, which not only hinder 
its carriage, bur many times indanger its 
breaking, you may diſcover the former, 
tz. ſtop the muzle and rouch-hole of the 
Piece, ſo ſoon as ever you have ſhot it off, 
and it there be any ſuch thing, the ſmoke 
will come dah inſen{1ble crames, but

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If the Powder be nought and unfic for 
aſe, to fine and: ſtrengthen it take it and 
bruiſe it to duſt with a wooden bcam 
or beater; then add ro every pound an- - 
ounce of_Salt-peter reduced into meal, 
lifring them rogerher through a fine Sieve 
or Boulter rill they are very well mixed, 
then having a Sieve of Parchment pun-- 
ched full of holes, mix the Ingredients 
with water, till with a wooden Bowl you 
may preſs them thro' the holes in cornes 
which lying in an indifferent warm an 
dry place will harden of themſelves, and 
{o that powdes-which was very weak will 
become very ſtrong, and! do Execution 
equal with any, or:to make it the ſtronger 
you may uſe- Agaa wite inſtead of water, 
and making it up into balls, keep them-in 
a dry Cheſt for your uſe. 

White Powder is compounded of Salt- 
perer., ſix times ſo much as of Brimſtone, 
and rwelve times ſo much as of Camphire; 
all finely beaten and incorporated to a de- 
gree, that no knops or knots.may'be found 
thercin, then moiſten them wich Brandy 
or "Aqua vite, and when you have fo or- 
dered the Ingredients, corn them as the 
former, or make them up into fine balls 
for your ule, dc.

all cake fire before the Balloun is broken, and 
upon the Crown of cach place a conſiderable 
aumber ot cither ſort of Scars, and {mall 
quills of Brimſtone-powder and Salt-peter, 
then choak the other end as {trongly as ray 
be, and prime it with ſtouple or Cotten- 
week dipped in wet Powder, and afterward 
very well dryed again, and fo havin 
barged your Mortar or Paſt-board Gun, 
with the muzel mounted upwards, {end it 
intothe Air, and when it is at its height it 
will break, and preſent divers delightful Fi- 
gures, repreſenting ſundry ſhapes and forms. 

Flying Sauciſſions are made as tothe Car- 
touſh, in the manner of a ground Rocker, 
but the filling muſt be whole Powder, cx- 
cept ſo much duſt-Powder and Charcole as 
will ſerye for a port-fire till they can be de- 
livered at their height in the Air, which 
muſt be done 'ourt of Paſt-board Guns ſet in 
a Row upon a bench or piece of Wood, and 
fired by a train underneath, and they will 
give reports in the. Air like Muskets. 

The Guns muſt be made upon Rowlers 
of Wood, with ſtrong Paſt-board about a 
foot and a half, or two foot in length, 
worked 
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worked in the rowling with Glew, or well 
made Palt-board, and being corded over, 
they muſt be choaked with a ſtrong Cord at 
one end, only tearing a {mall hole at the 
bottom to give fare; as for the bore of 
cach ic muſt: be proportioned to the Sau- 
cillions. is-1 

It you would have Rockets run upon a 
Line backward and forward , you muſt 
chooſe a (mooth and even line, and ſtripe. it 
over with Soap to make it run more glib, 
faſten two Rockets of the Compoſition of 
the Sky- Rockets, head and tai}, one on the 
one (ide, and the other on the other ſide of 
a {mall Cane, throngh which the Line muſt 
paſs; ſo that when one is [pent by running 
one way on the Line, the other may fire and 
come back again ; and upon theſe you may 
place the forms of Dragons, Ships, or Men, 
which in the Night-rune will appear dread- 
ful ro the Beholdetrs. 

In caſe you are diſtreſſed for Match to uſe 
on theſe or the like Occaſions, take hempen 
Cords that have'nat been pitched or dawbed 
with Tar, pull them ro pieces, and then 
twiſt the looſe ſtuff to the bigneſs of a mans 
Thumb, and boyl ic in Wood-ly-aſhes, ad- 
ding a {mall quantity of Salt-petcr until the
